Health  Center  Guidelines  to  Illness 


The  Indiana  State  Department  of  Health  advises  parents  that  "no  child  can  attend  school 
who  Is  acutely  ill  or  has  a  fever,  cough,  respiratory  illness,  or  diarrhea.  If  the  child  is 
present  at  school  with  these  .symptoms,  the  child  should  be  temporarily  removed  from  the 
school  setting." 

Any  student  who  is  suspected  of  having  either  an  acute  illness,  injury  or  rash,  should  be 
sent  to  the  Health  Center  for  evaluation.  Treatment,  parental  contact,  and  possibly  sendmg 
the  student  home  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Center  Staff.  Guidelines  and 
regulations  for  such  actions  are  developed  by  the  Indiana  State  Department  of  Health 
with  appropriate  modifications  per  the  ISD  medical  dhector.  As  in  all  public  school 
cn-vironments,  cooperation  between  schools,  health  departments,  jihysicians,  and  parents  is 
needed  to  control  communicable  diseases  among  school  children. 


Specific  health  conditions  which  could  prohibit  a  student  from  attending  classes  are: 

1.  Fever  of  100  or  higher  I 

2.  Widespread  rash  which  has  not  been  examined  by  a  doctor  gJ 

3.  Vomiting  |H 

4.  Persistent  diarrhea 

5.  Draining  or  matted  eyes  ^ 

6.  S^miptoms  of  a  respiratory  infection  such  as  a  persistent  cough,  fever,  large  amounts 

of  nasal  drainage  which  is  green  or  yellow 

7.  Chicken  Pox;  returning  to  school  is  allowed  when  blisters  have  scabbed  over  and  the 


student  is  fever-free 


The  return  of  a  student  who  has  been  sent  home  because  of  a  communicable  disease  is 
monitored  bv  the  Indiana  School  for  the  Deaf  Health  Center  staff  who  use  the  guidelines 
established  per  the  Indiana  State  Department  of  Health.  Therefore,  students  who  are 
returning  to  school  after  experiencing  such  a  disease  should  first  come  to  the  Health 
Center  for  appropriate  evaluation.  Re  admission  to  school  can  occur: 

1 .  Wlien  is  apparent  to  school  officials  that  the  student  is  no  longer  ill,  no  longer  has  a 
communicable  disease,  or  no  longer  is  infested  with  parasites. 

2.  Upon  certification  of  a  physician  that  the  student  is  no  longer  ill,  no  longer  has  a 
communicable  disease,  or  no  linger  is  infested  with  parasites. 

3.  Upon  certification  of  a  physician  that  the  student  has  a  communicable  disease,  but  the 
disease  is  not  transmissible  through  normal  school  contacts. 

All  students  in  Indiana  schools  MUST  be  appropriately  immunized  against  childhood 
diseases.  An  outline  of  the  current  immunization  requirements  for  school  entiy  is  always 
available  in  the  Health  Center.  Students  who  do  not  have  proof  of  the  necessary 
immunizations  will  be  sent  home  until  said  documentation  is  obtained  and  is  on  file  at  the 
Health  Center.
